Therete only one war left in Eu- 


rtipes now, and as it stands, it's not 
much of a war at all. It'"s a sort of 
diplomatic squeeze-play contest.

Among the strangest of the common 


beliefs ore those associated with toe- 
nails. Some seem to be protective nnd 
others symbolic. 


Among many superstitious people, 


the toeiiails are always burned af- 
ter being cut to bring good luck. It 
is also said that anyone who throws 
the parings from the toenails on the 
floor should pick them up at once 
or he will be forced to pick them 
up when he dies. It is supposed to 
be unlucky to cut toenails on Sunday, 
but cutting tot/nails on Monday will 
bring success. 


In the rnind of primitive man, all 


superstition and control over others 
depended • on getting some portion 
of the body of the persons concerned 
on which to perform magic. Thus, 
there are innumerable superstitions 
about working magic which depends 
on getting hairs from 
the head, 


teeth, fingernails or toenails to be 
used as symbols of the persons about 
to be "conjured." 


If one finds it impossible to ob- 


tainsome portion of the body of the 
person concerned, the magic would 
lave to be brought about at a dis- 
tance and not directly on the person

When 
one sees today the great conflict 
among 'students of the life and time 
of so great an American as Abra- 
ham Lincoln concerning many mat- 
ters associated with his life and the 
large element of doubt on many 
points, it is not strange, that stories 
should differ concerning an amazing 
event that happened centuries ago, 
before there was. anythingapproach- 
ing modern means of communicat- 
ion and when methods of scientific 
investigation were unknown. 


The fact that the New Testament 


stories of the Resurrection 
do not 


agree at every point makes it plain 
that there was no fabrication of a' 
story on the part of those who were 
all agreeing to say the same- thing. 
, The important thing is what all 
the New Testment stories have in 
ccmmon—the clear evidence that the 
resurrected Christ appeared to the 
disciples and that a .discouraged group 
of msn, who felt that the great adven- 
ture of faith upon which they had 
staked everything was. over, were sud- 
denly quickened into faith again, so 
that they went forth to establish the 
Christian Church and to make per- 
manent the mission and work of their 
Master in the world. 


For a modern world, this is the 


great evidence of the Resurection of 
Christ and His triumph over death. 
We'cannot think of Jesus as dead;

was conquered by the followers ot 
the Prophet and the Mediterranean 
thereupon became a Moorish inland 
sea on which no Christian vessel was 
safe from attack. 


In Italy in the valley of the To the 


Lombards who had settled down there 
maintained a semblance of that tri- 
bal government common among all 
the wanderng Teutonic tribes among 
the forests and plains of northern 
and eastern Europe. 


Of course, ever since they had gone 


on the warpath, they had been obligat- 
ed to elect themselves a commandre- 
-in-chicf. but these old German kings 
only enjoyed their power as long 
as they were able to lead their fel- 
low tribesmen into happier pastures.

The most 
successful of these was a Prankish 
chief whose family, during the lat- 
ter half of the eightcentury, ruled 
over the greater part of the ancient 
Roman province of Gaul. 


Meanwhile, in Rome, the bishops of 


that city had reached a point of 
eminence where their cpiscojtil ri- 
vals were ready to rccogni-ib them 
as their spiritual head—as the ponti- 
fex maximus of the whole of the 
Christian Church. 


But this was an empty honor as 


long as Rome was at the mercy of 
both Viking and Saracen. The Pones 
therefore cast around for some ruler 
who could act as their protector. Their 
choice quite naturally fell upon the 
young and ambitious Prankish king 
and he was asked to act as the 
worldly champion 
of the 
spiritual 


domain of the church.

Ihe Pope solcmly crowned this bar- 
hariaon chieftian from the wilds of
